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Russia 
Seeks First 
UNRRA Aid 


WASHINGTON, July 25.—+(/)— 
UNRRA has received its first re- 
quest for assistance from Russia— 
$700.000,000 worth. 


This was disclosed today by 
UNRRA Deputy Director Roy F. 
Hendrickson at a news conference 
at which he also said that getting 
supplies and méans of distributing 
them is a “very difficult problem 
indeed.” 

Hendrickson, who is acting di- 
rector of the United Nations Re- 
lief and Rehabilitation Adminis- 
tration while Herbert H. Lehman 
is in Europe, announced that: 


1. Total contributions to 
UNRRA so far authorized by par- 
ticipating governments is $1,862,- 
788.348, of which the United States 
guthorized $1,350,000,000. 


2. A total of 1,304,298 long tons 
of supplies valued at $296,563,000 
have been furnished through June 
30 to seven occupied countries— 
Greece, Italy, Poland, Czechoslo- 
vakia, Yugoslavia, China, Alba- 
nia—and UNRRA camps. Western 
hemisphere sources erase 1,069,- 
639 tons valued at $2 038,000. 

Hendrickson said the Russian 
request was received yesterday. 
It did not specify what was need- 
ed or over how long a period, 
but said detailed needs would be 
outlined later. It merely said the 
amount was needed for relief and 
rehabilitation. 

The deputy said the request— 
submitted by Russia’s alternate 
delegate here on the UNRRA coun- 
cil. Vilas Andreevich Klentsov— 
will be handled in the routine 
way and referred to a. committee 
for examination of the Soviet gov- 
ernment’s ability to pay. 

Ability to pay, he explained, is 
interpreted in “terms of exchange 
‘and ability to import goods.” 

Russia, being an invaded coun- 
try. was not called upon to con- 
tribute to UNRRA operations, but 
only to donate toward its admin- 
istrative expense. Its allocation 
for r 1944 expenses is $1,000,000.

Veteran Officer Is Dead 


Gen. Craig 
Dies at 69; 


Ill for Year 


WASHINGTON, July 25—(/)— 
Gen. Malin Craig, former Army 
chief ef staff and head of a War 
Department board which has pass- 
ed on all general officer promo- 
tions in the present war, died to- 
day. 

Craig, 69, succumbed in Walter 
Reed hospital where he had been 
under treatment since suffering a 
heart attack a year ago. His death 
was announced “with deep regret” 
by Acting Secretary of War Rob- 
ert P. Patterson. 

Born Aug. 1, 1875, at St. Joseph, 
Mo., Craig was appointed to West 
Point from Pennsylvania. He serv- 
ed in the Spanish-American war, 
the Boxer rebellion in China and 
as chief of staff of the 41st Di- 
vision and the First American 
Army Corps in Europe during the 
First World War. 

He received the Distinguished 
Service medal for his World War I 
duties, including those as chief. of 
staff of the American occupation 
forces in Germany. 

Survivors include a son, Col. 
Malin Craig Jr., on duty with the 
106th Infantry Division, and a 
brother, Maj. Gen. Louis A. Craig, 
commander of the 20th Corps, 
both in Germany. 

At Craig’s request funeral serv- 
ices will be private. Burial will 
be in Arlington National cemetery. 

The War Department said 
Craig’s death left five former 
chiefs of staff still living.’ They 
are Generals Peyton C. March, 
1918-21; John J. Pershing, 1921-24; 
John L. Hines, 1924-26; Charles P. 
Summerall, 1926-30, and Douglas 
MacArthur, 1930-35. 

Gen. Craig served from April 2 
to August 5, 1927, as commanding 
general of the Fourth Corps Area, 
which is now known as the Fourth 
Service Command. Headquarters 
for the command are in Atlanta.

Denver Cafes 


May Close for 
Lack of Food 


DENVER, July 25. — (INS)— 
The threatened state-wide po-food 
strike of restaurant owners in 
Colorado took a new turn tonight 
on the eve of the crucial decision 
to be voted on by all tavern and 


cafe operators in Denver tomor- 
row afternoon. 

It seemed likely that state and 
city regulations may keep tavern 
owners from expressing their de- 
sires in the matter of declaring an 
indefinite holiday: The state was 
prepared to step in and possibly 
revoke licenses where a tavern 
continued operating without serv- 
ing food. 

Colorado laws prohibit taverns 
from serving liquor unless food 
also is offered for sale. Denver 
operates its licensing system un- 
der the same provisions. 


Restaurant owners, headed by 
Rex Reese, were not backing down 
on their fight with the OPA, how- 
ever. The meeting, called for a 
vote on the question of cloging in 
protest to cuts in ration points 
and meat shortages, will be held 
as scheduled, Reese declared. 


POINT SHORTAGES 


“Most cafes in Denver are clos- 
ing for a week in July and an- 
other week in August, anyway,” 
Reese said, “because of red point 
shortages, so most restaurant own- 
ers are behind the move to close 
simultaneously in drastic protest 
to the OPA policy on beef slaugh- 
ter.” . 

Reese pointed to the vast herds 
of cattle on ranger in western 
states, the largest supplies in a 
decade, according to cattle asso- 
ciation officials. He said the res- 
taurant operators cannot under- 
stand why the OPA will not per- 
mit slaughter of enough to keep 
the public supplied with meat. 

“It seems that the OPA is at- 
tempting to place the people on a 
Brussels-sprout diet while meat 
and butter are shipped to Europe,” 
Reese declared. 


FOOD TO OTHER COUNTRIES 


Asserted wi@hholding of infor- 
mation by the government on food 
shipments to various other coun- 
tries was also hit by Reese. He 
said it is only when investigators 
unearth the figures on commit- 


‘ments to foreign nations that the 


public is given an insight of what 
is going on in “the international 
poker game.” 

Reese also complained of assert- 
ed rationing of cream and milk 
in the Denver area “despite a 
plentiful supply.” 

In response to the furore cre- 
ated by the threat of a restaurant 
shutdown, French L. Taylor, dis- 
trict OPA enforcement attorney, 
retaliated with a statement that 
the OPA will begin a crack-down 
on “short checks on ration bank 
accounts.”

A FRANK STATEMENT 


ABOUT TRAVEL 


Here is what President Truman says 
about the current travel situation: 


“The transportation performance in 
mobilizing our victorious armies in 
Europe over a period of four long, diffi- 
cult years required the utmost effort. 
The plan of battle now requires that our 
armies be transferred to the far Pacific 
in the very short time of ten months. 


“The transportation job in the first 
phase of the war has often been called 
a ‘miracle’. The job ahead of us is even 
bigger. 


“The facilities for civilian passenger 
transportation will be greatly reduced. 
In order to obtain passenger equipment 
for troop movements, it will probably 
be necessary to reduce the capacity of 
sleeping car equipment on regular trains 
by 50 per cent. 


“It is important that the public un- 
derstand the situation and at once lend 
full cooperation in order that the burden 
may be minimized.” 

Colonel J. Monroe Johnson, Director 
of the Office of Defense Transportation, 
further explains: 


“The only way enough coaches and 
Pullmans can be found to carry our 
Pacific bound troops will be by taking 
cars from regular passenger trains. 


“We may have to go aven further. 
Some trains may have to be taken out 


of civilian service entirely. Already more 
than 50 trains have been so taken. 
There will be more.” 

What this gigantic transportation job 
really involves is summed up in the 


‘following statement by the Office of De- 


fense Transportation: 


“Before next March, more than three 
million American soldiers will be landed 
at ports along our Atlantic coast from 
Maine to Florida. By mid-summer it is 
expected that they will arrive at the rate 
of nearly half a million a month. 


“Most of these men will be carried by 
rail three thousand miles to the Pacific 
Coast. But that’s only part of the story. 


“Before the men ship out to the Pacific 
battle areas they will have been trans- 
ported from Atlantic ports to staging 
areas, then grouped geographically and 
moved to Army camps nearest their 
home. After a furlough home, each man 
will report to an induction center—then 
to be moved to a retraining camp. 


“The next trip will be to a staging 
area somewhere on the west coast. His 
seventh trip will be made from staging 
area to shipside. 


“Our railroads must accommodate 
the equivalent of twenty million people 
each making one trip. All of this is to 
be accomplished in a period of about 10 
months. Even that isn’t all of the story. 


“While this gigantic move is taking 
place, we must provide speedy and com- 
fortable, transportation for the many 
casualties—some 40,000 per month— 
who will continue to move back to this 
country as the war progresses. 


“We must transport newly inducted 
soldiers— perhaps a million in the next 
12 months; and also supply transporta- 
tion for the army remaining in conti- 
nental United States, as well as for 
members of the Navy, Coast Guard and 
Marines.” ~ 


What it all adds up to is this: 


The transportation demands of the 
armed forces are now greater than ever 
before. There is less space on trains for 
civilian travelers than ever before. And 
there is every possibility that the pas- 
senger services of the railroads will be 
further curtailed, at a moment's notice, 
to provide equipment for the armed 
forces. 

Reluctantly, therefore, we must 
again warn you not to travel unless 
your trip is necessary. 


You are reminded that rail travel will 
be more uncomfortable than ever before 
and you may not be able to get any ac- 
commodations for your return journey.

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OPA Relaxes--and Girds--For the Fight 


The OPA and the Office of Economic 
Stabilization has announced that price 
controls shortly will be removed from 
luxury items. which have little or no effect 
on the cost of living. 


The suspension of ceilings on goods and 
services falling into this category stems 
from two factors: In the first place, more 
goods are coming on the market and the 
law of supply and demand will operate to 
keep prices down. Secondly, virtually all 
OPA inspection and investigation facili- 
ties will be needed in setting prices on 
new goods coming on, the market as well 
as in maintaining more rigid control over 
food, clothing and essential items. 


Many have argued all along that price 
ceilings served no real public purpose in 
the realm of luxury items. An excellent 
case may be made for letting the sense of 
value of the prospective purchaser be the 
only check on the amount one may pay 
for unessential goods, thus allowing us to 


concentrate all anti-inflation efforts in the 
field of essential goods. 


Price Administrator Chester Bowles re- 
emphasized, in the announcement, that no 
relaxation is in sight for ceilings on food, 
clothing, fuel, rent or other cost-of-living 
items. 


In fact, one may expect an augmented 
campaign to eliminate the -overcharges 
which OPA says now adds a billion dollars 
a year to the nation’s grocery bill. 

The OPA, in short, is girding for action. 

It has done a splendid job in holding 
down the cost of living thus far. 

And it is determined to retard the in- 
flationary tendency which will become 
ever stronger in the months ahead. 

It is a program in which OPA should 
have the wholehearted co-operation of 
every patriotic American. Our economy 
has come through the war thus far in 
splendid shape. Only one specter threat- 
ens our prosperity: Its name is inflation, 


Mr. Churchill--To Be or Not To Be 


By noon today the world should know 
whether or not Winston Churchill will re- 
main as prime minister of England. 


Our noontime will be late afternoon in 
England and by that time the votes, cast 
on July 5, will be counted. Trends will be 
apparent as early as 8 o’clock this morn- 
ing, Atlanta time. 


England could not understand, at the 
time of the last Roosevelt campaign, why 
a leader who had been so forthright and 
sO vigorous in the successful conduct of 
the war should have any opposition to 
re-election. 


Most Americans remain confident that 
such a leader as Winston Churchill will 
receive a tremendous majority. But, in 
England as in America, the domestic is- 
sues are the chief issues in any national 
campaign. It is safe to say that England’s 
voters have a great admiration and affec- 
tion for their wartime leader. But, they 


distrust his party leaders who were, for 
the most part, members of the appease- 
ment Chamberlain government. They 
blame them for failure to develop a 
housing plan and they look upon them as 
reactionary in general affairs of govern- 
ment. In fact, were it not for Winston 
Churchill, the Conservative party would 
be buried beneath an avalanche of votes. 
As matters stand, it appears Mr. Church- 
ill’s party will win but his working ma- 
jority will be greatly reduced. 


The soldier vote‘might even change the 
result to a victory for the Labor party. 
None has appeared able to predict the sol- 
dier ballot which, being late, required the 


delay in counting the ballots. 


There is no great difference in the in- 
ternational policy of the parties. If, how- 
ever, Labor should be elected, one may 
look forward to a hotly contested domestic 
fight with.a probable change or two in 
governments within the next two years. 


Russian Views on ‘Fraternization 


According to some reports coming out 
of Germany, the Russian treatment of the 
German population in the zone they oc- 
cupy is better, from the German view- 
point, than that accorded the enemy pop- 
ulation in the American and British zones. 


It is stated that Russian methods of 
procedure in German cities and other com- 
munities is direct and simple. First, lists 
of Nazi criminals are compiled and those 
guilty are promptly “liquidated.” In many 
communities, it is reported, the “liqui- 

ted” Nazis may total as much as 10 per 
cent of-the population. 


The Russians then arrange a loca] elec- 
tion in which the population chooses its 
own burgomaster and other local officials. 
The remaining Germans are treated by the 
Soviet forces of occupation with friend- 
liness and there are no restrictions against 
fraternization. 


In both American and British zones, no 
elections of local officials are permitted. 
The occupying army authorities simply se- 
lect someone they believe to be a leading 
anti-Nazi and appoint him burgomaster. 
The anti-fraternization rule has been re- 
laxed, but only slightly. 

And adding to the advantage enjoyed 
by the Russians, the Soviet has larger 
sources of available food for the German 
population than has either America or 
Great Britain. 


The net result being that many Ger- 
mans who, at the time of the surrender, 
refugeed from their homes in the east to 
the American-British zones of occupation, 
are now trying to return to their homes. 
Furthermore, the Russians are rapidly 
overcoming the effects of the Nazi propa- 
ganda line which painted the Soviet as a 
dangerous creature all the world should 
fear and hate.

Sarazen and 
The Greatest Play 


A good many years ago, in the days when the 

winter sports pages were filled with the “Great- 

oi 5 est Play I Ever Saw” series, the late Ring Lard- 

ner wrote one for the late John L. McGraw. As I recall it read: 


“The greatest play I ever saw in baseball was when a foul tip 
smashed right through the ball-and-strike umpire’s mask and broke 
his nose. He had been calling them wrong all day.” 

I] was thinking in Augusta, Ga., the other day that if 1 had to 
sit down and describe the greatest play | ever saw it would be the 
finish of the 1935 Masters’ golf tournament at Augusta when Gene 
Sarazen, the Little Sardine, caught Craig Wood. 

I was trudging along in the gallery with the Little Sardine be- 
cause he was one of my favorite characters. Following most golfers, 
I used to find myself asking. “What of it?”, but never with the 
squat little man from Connecticut. 

It was hot and there didn’t seem much use. Craig Wood already 
was in with a brilliant 282, having played the last eight holes four 
under par. I recall! looking at the shimmering heat waves over the 
sloping curve of the fairway and wishing I were back on the club- 
house gallery taking: it easy. 

The movie people, impetuous to a fault, had already filmed 
Craig Wood and many of the golf reporters had started their leads, 
based on that tremendous driving finish by Wood. After all, taking 
four strokes off par in the last eight holes was a finish. The club 
committee held back the check, but that was purely on the theory 
that it wasn’t sporting to hand it over as long as the poor devils 
were dying out there. 

As a matter of fact, Gene-Sarazen was the only poor devil with 
a chance. He was three strokes behind and there were but four 
holes to play. 

I decided | had just as well stay with my patient until he died 
and so 1 stood there with a very thin gallery. Sarazen had fired 
his tee shot on the 485-yard 15th hole. Right this minute I can 
te giana him as he came trudging down the fairway, serene and

I stood around, waiting for my man to die. 

Sarazen came up and. studied the ball. He 
Double Eagle squinted at the green and then set himself. No 
thunder rolled and no sense of drama invaded our little group. 

The ball got up. I shaded my eyes and looked. It was a good 
shot with just the hint of a curve in it as it screamed along, bending 
in toward the green. 

Then I saw it hit and slow up and go running toward the green. 
I knew then it was a great shot and the excitement caught at me 
and not until it was all over did 1 know I had been holding my 
breath. 

The ball went straight for the flag cup, slowed up and dropped in. 

Gene Sarazen had got a two on a par five hole. 

Our little gallery let up a yell and the Little Sardine stood there 
looking stunned and then he turned and grinned strongly. There 
was never any false modesty about the character from Connecticut. 

That was the greatest shot I ever saw. It was 
Three to Go played under pressure. It was lucky, sure, but 
then don’t forget he was shooting for what he got. He had not 
quit. \ 

That was history, but the toughest part was yet to go. The 
finish was three tough holes. Sarazen had to finish them in par to 
tie Craig Wood. 

That looked impossible. He had just had a great explosion of 
luck and skill. In one magnificent effort he had put himself back 
in the game. 

I saw him do 16 in par and then I left him. I1 was just as con- 
fident then he would shoot par or better as if I had read it in 
the book of destiny. 1 went back to the clubhouse to see what 
was happening there. 

What was happening was the best human interest story of the 
day. Craig Wood was on his honeymoon. Up on the gallery, 
all by herself, there was his beautiful young bride. She was walk- 
ing up and down, staring out there at the great crowd which had 
rushed out to see the Little Sardine finish. 

“He can’t do it, he can’t do it,” she was saying. It sounded 
like a prayer, the way she said it. So, 1 went away and left her 
alone there with her prayer and never asked the questions I had 
in mind. I knew what the Sardine was going to do and it would 
not make her happy. 

He did it, too, canning his putt on the 18th for a 282 and a tie 
with Craig Wood.

Truman To Get Opposition 


WASHINGTON.—When the senate ratifies the San Francisce 
Charter and adjourns, probably about August 1, it will signalize 
the end of the Truman honeymoon. 

The period since the change of presidents has been one of most 
remarkable bi-partisan co-operation. The whole grist of interna- 
tional measures left over from the Roosevelt administration—re- 
ciprocal tariff, Bretton Woods, world food organization, Export- 
Import Bank—have gone through with hardly a riffle. The cap- 
sheaf in this line will be supplied when the senate ratifies the San 
Francisco Charter by a nearly unanimous vote. 

The favorable reception of Mr. Truman’s sweeping shake-up of 
government personnel has been equally marked. The congressional 


- desire to be rid of most of the men displaced would have been 


sufficient to insure confirmation of almost anyone named in their 
stead, but in addition nearly all the appointees were members of 
the legislative branch, past or present.

Democratic leaders sloughed most of them for the reason that 
their own party following was so hopelessly divided they considered 


passage impossible.

Of his six cabinet appointees, five are southerners or 
near-southerners, hailing from South Carolina, Kentucky, Missouri, 
Texas and New Mexico. 

FEPC is emphasized here only because it was the one dispu- 
tatious domestic issue with which the expiring congress came to 
grips. There are a multitude of questions far more pressing and 
equally loaded with political dynamite. P

MANILA, July 25.—(UP)—Air 
power massed against Japan will 
soon total 10,000 planes and 5,000- 
ton raids on the enemy homeland 
will be commonplace “in the very 
near future,” Lt. Gen.- George C. 
Kenney asserted today. 

When redeployment of planes 
from Europe is completed, Allied 
air p ower will be so great that our 
troops in invasion operations will 
be able.to “walk ashore” on the 
Japanese beaches virtually with- 
out opposition after the air bom- 
bardment, Kenney said. 

“It will be the greatest massing 


.of air power the world has ever 
_ heard of,” the Far Eastern air force 


commander declared at a press 
conference. 

“The Japs might as well know 
this. They won't be able to do 
anything about it anyway,

It turned out that there was not 
a single Fascist who had not stolen 
at least one bar of gold and tons 
of food: August was proclaimed 
the “month of liberty.”

Witnesses testified that Julian 
Respess, convicted of burglary, had 
been chief witness for the prose- 
cution in Jacobs’ original trial and 
retrial in 1944, but had said to nu- 
merous persons outside court that 
Jacobs was innocent, naming an- 
other man as the person with 
whom his “transactions” had been 
made. 

Brought from Fulton tower after 
the hearing, to be confronted by 
the men to whom he had pur- 
portedly made these statements, 
Respess affirmed his court testi- 
mony. He admitted having talked 
to these witnesses about the case 
on several occasions, but denied 
that he had told them that his 
cotrt testimony was false. 

Witnesses included lawyers, 
newspapermen and labor union of- 
ficials, who had been associated 
with Jacobs through his practice 
as legal representative for the 
Ladies Garment Workers and Mil- 
linery Union. Union members 
were also present at the hearing 
and told the board that Jacobs, if 
he had had any “crookedness” in 
him, could have done a “smoother 
and easier job” in his position of 
trust with the unions, but that he 
had always been “absolutely hon- 
est.”
